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The first of the present group to come to stay was Clark Voorhees. In 
April of 1896 he started with Francis Wattson, a fellow student, to make a 
bicycle tour of the Connecticut coast. Arriving at the Lyme bank of the 
Connecticut river on a beautiful spring evening, they stopped at the old brick 
tavern known then as it had been in coaching days as the Bacon House — now, 
alas but an empty shell. 

In the spring of 1899 the late Henry W. Ranger, looking for new fields 
chanced on Lyme and found the motives he loved; ancient oaks and chestnut 
trees, rugged pastures and long sweeps of marshland. His talent combined 
with his strong personality drew many to join him. The same season saw 
H. R. Poore, Alphonse Jongers, Arthur Dawson and Lewis Cohen settled and at 
work. Shortly after Wm. H. Howe, Carleton Wiggins, Will Howe Foote 
Alien B. Talcott. Frank Du Mond, George Bogert, Wm. S. Robinson and others 
added themselves to the group. In these first years of the colony. Ranger was 
the dominating influence. Strongly affected by the Barbizon painters, his 
method of painting, by the use of transparent glazes over a heavy body color 
was that adopted by most of the younger men who composed the group. 

A new element was added to the group a few years later by the coming of 
Childe Hassam. Mr. Hassam had no method but dame Nature, and convinced 
many of the colony that direct painting was the better way. 

This early band of artists were fortunate in finding, not only a wonderful 
country in which to work, but a home waiting for them as well. Miss Florence 
Griswold took the first comers into her home, still the home of the artists and 
the center of art in Lyme. What the art colony of Lyme would have been

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without Miss Florence, or whether it would have endured at all are questions 
difficult to answer. The Lyme Art Association’s membership is divided into 
various classes, such as patron, sustaining members, etc. Miss Florence 
Griswold has the distinction of having a special class of which she is the sole 
member, that of Benefactor. 

In 1902 at the request of a number of residents it was decided to have an 
informal exhibition of the work being done. The use of the Phoebe Noyes 
Griffen Library was offered as an exhibition room. This show, open for several 
days including Labor Day, proved an immediate success, not c.nly in the number 
of out of town visitors but in the surprising number of sales made. It has 
been repeated each year with ever increasing success and has now become a 
recognized event of the summer season. 

For many years the exhibition was a very loosely organized affair con- 
ducted by a committee of artists. 

As the colony grew, the need of a more definite organization becoming 
evident, in July 1914 was formed the present association incorporated under the 
law of the state of Connecticut. 

Since the association has taken on the status of an established institution 
it has been the dream of its members to see it in a home of its own. 

To-day that home is a fact. No finer exhibition hall exists in America 
and its influence on Art will be profound and lasting. 

The Art Association of Lyme welcomes you and wishes you to share 
their satisfaction in the good work accomplished and to help make the 
future a continued progress.
